SHAWNEE. Okla. (A P) — A 
form er mental p atient ignored 
p olice rifle fire and the p leas of 
the man who taught him to fly 
and crashed his p riv ate p lane 
into a classroom building at Ok­ 
lahoma Bap tist Univ ersity Tues­ 
day . 
The p ilot, Robert Lawson. 43, 
Inola, Okla., was killed when 
the rented single-engine p lane 
rip p ed a gap ing hole in the side 
of Shawnee Hall and burst into 
flam es. 
Lawson had warned authori­ 
ties he would crash into the ad­ 
m inistration 
building. 
But he 
left the cam p us more than 2 0 
y ears ago and adm inistrativ e 
offices w ere mov ed eight y ears 
ago from Shawnee Hall to Thur­ 
mond Hall. He ap p arently was 
unaw are of the mov e. 
Officers ev acuated Thurmond 
Hall, 
but

of students 
were taking final ex am inations 
in Shawnee Hall. No one else 
was injured. 
Lawson’s son. Mike, 21, is a 
student at the college. His

m er wife, Vashti, is a junior 
high school teacher here.

angled p ast a flag p ole on its 
fatal 
run.

Fred Reese, Shawnee airp ort 
m anager who taught Lawson to 
fly when Lawson was a student 
here 24 y ears ago, said he tried 
to talk Lawson out of making 
his suicide flight. 
"He felt this entire world was 
against him ,” Reese said.

SHAWNEE, Okla. (AP) — A 
former mental patient ignored 
police rifle fire and the pleas of 
the man who taught him to fly 
and crashed his private plane 
into a classroom building at Ok­ 
lahoma Baptist University Tues­ 
day. 
The pilot, Robert Lawson, 43, 
Inola, Okla., was killed when 
the rented single-engine plane 
ripped a gaping hole in the side 
of Shawnee Hall and burst into 
flames.

De Gaulle is not seriously threatened 
by the consolidation of v a r i o u s left­ 
ist forces behind the socialist may or of 
M arseilles, Gaston Deferre, but it is the 
first time since the formation of the 
current republic that presidential op­ 
position has begun so early . The elec­ 


tion is nearly two y ea rs away . 
If Franc# is unable to enlist support

from those alliances. The dramatic 
rise of France’s productiv e capacity 
and the gradual buildup of a strong 
economy lend added weight to the be­ 
lief such a sev erance of ties might be 
successful. 
Adding fuel, particularly to the trou­ 
bles within the C o m m o n Market, is 
the prosperity of French farmers. De 
Gaulle 
is ex trem ely reluctant to go 
along with present tariffs on 
agricul­

If you’re turning over a new 
leaf and starting the year with 
a cleaning campaign, exhibit 
some linen closet logic. To keep 
supplies in order, file ’em neat­ 
ly.

$400 - 480 a month; corporals 
are paid $440-$525 a month.

Russian to withdraw the weap­ 
ons it required an unforgettable 
showdown that was tough on 
everybody’s nervous system 
The fact that Castro could 
kick the American shins, and 
get away with it, may have 
been an inspiration to the Pana­ 
manians to assert themselves. 
In an earlier time—say the 
days 
of 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
which was a time of big-power 
imperialism—the United States 
might have settled Castro’s hash 
fast with a quick and direct 
invasion. 
But now the United States and 
the Soviet Union, also, insisting 
they have no imperialistic inten­ 
tions, have to worry about world 
opinion, which they are trying to 
influence, when they deal with 
little nations. 
Thus both of them, big as 
they are, have to operate with 
one hand tied behind their backs 
when they encounter trouble­ 
makers, although the Soviets 
used both hands to crush Hun 
garians when they tried to as­ 
sert themselves. 
This gives Castro a lot of 
room to maneuver and shake his 
fist, which he has been doing 
pretty well, without fear of be­ 
ing belted. There’s nothing in 
sight to indicate it won’t be that 
way for some time.

Visiting Dickens 
Scenes Is Delight

Charles Dickens worked late 
on June 8, 1870. Then, after 
supper, he retired to his room 
at Gad’s Hill Place, in K e n t, 
Enland.

dent ship about 400 feet long. 
The Bible says the Ark was 450 
feet long, 75 feet broad and 45 
feet high. It had stubby masts, 
and the top was rounded, as 
though the builder had expected 
waves to wash over it.

The airmen reported that it 
was grounded on the shores of 
a small lake, about three parts 
submerged. Later, Roskovitsky 
flew over the spot again with 
his commanding officer, 
who 
confirmed the finding. Russia’s 
Czar Nicholas, upon getting this 
report, sent out a ground party. 
Reportedly, they found the Ark 
and photographed it. 
However, the Russian Revo­ 
lution broke out at this time 
and the report and the photo­ 
graphs were lost or destroyed. 
Some say that they were de­ 
stroyed by the Bolsheviks try­ 
ing to discredit belief in the 
Bible. Only last year, the Rus­ 
sians tried to get Turkey 
to 
forbid any foreigners to seach 
Mt. Ararat. The Turks 
refus­ 
ed. 
During World War II, Maj. 
J a s p e r Maskelyn, 
wartime 
chief of Russian camouflage, 
reported: “ One of my men flew 
over Mt. Ararat in a reconnais 
sauce plane. He reported that 
he saw a partly submerged ves­ 
sel in an ice lake. 
“ Arctic climbers Investigated 
the lake, which was partly thaw­ 
ed, and f o u n d the remains of 
an ark, very rotted, over 400 
feet long, reduced to a fossil­ 
ized wood looking almost like 
coal.” 
This Russian report checks 
with another story dated some 
2,000 years ago. Berossus of 
Babylon wrote that his people 
climbed Mt. Ararat to obtain 
bituminous-coal timber from an 
ark. 
There have been other re­ 
ports. 
In 
1883, following 
an 
earthquake 
w h i _ h dislodged 
huge chunks of ice from 
Mt. 
Ararat, a Turkish expedition 
reportedly found 
the wooden 
prow of an ancient ship pro­ 
truding from a glacier. 
Ten years later, a Dr. Nouri, 
then archdeacon of Jerusalem 
and Babylon, exploring 
along 
the source of the Euphrates, 
reached Mt. Ararat. He claimed 
he and his party saw, touched 
and explored the remains of the 
Ark. 
Again, in World War II, two 
Australian airmen showed aer­ 
ial pictures in England which 
they said had been taken of 
Noah’s Ark in a cleft of 
Mt. 
Ararat. The men vanished, tak­ 
ing their pictures vith them, 
before 
the 
report could be 
checked. 
Now, utilizing both modern 
aerial 
and ground 
electronic 
equipment, and 
timing 
their 
hunt t o the summer months 
when the sun is 
hottest, upon 
Mt. A rarat’s ice and snow, the 
expeditions about to set out to 
look for the fabled Ark may 
conceivably 
come 
back with 
the greatest archeological dis­ 
covery of our or any age.

Greenfield 
School To Get 
Bell Tower 


GREENFIELD, Ohio (AP)— 
Prof. F. R. Harris, 84-year-old 
superintendent emeritus of the 
Greenfield schools has realized 
most of his life’s ambitions since 
his young manhood, and he 
hopes to attain still another 
treasured goal this spring. 
The Board of Education has 
accepted his offer to donate a 
bell tower which will house the 
first school bell ever rung in 
Greenfield and one which he as 
a high school student rang sev­ 
eral times a day for three years. 
The tall, slender tower will he 
erected in an open area at the 
south end of the Duncan Mc­ 
Arthur Primary building, one of 
the five buildings which, togeth­ 
er with McClain Field, occupy 
the school campus at the ap­ 
proximate geometric center ai 
Greenfield. 
The Sever-Williams Co. of 
Washington Court House drew 
plans for the 29-foot tower and 
also will construct it. It will 
measure 6 feet, 8 inches square 
and surmounting it will he the 
120-year-old bell. 
Prof. Harris has not disclosed 
the cost of his gift, It will be 
of native stone and reddish- 
brown

construction, 
matching other building on the 
campus. It will be dedicated at

commencement in late May. 
The professor, who has trav­ 
eled to most parts of the world, 
has written a book on ins trav­ 
els as well as a history of Green­ 
field in three volumes.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Barry Goldwater’s draft num­ 
ber may come up again—this 
time 
with 
suporters 
of the 
Arizonan urging him to run for 
re-election to the Senate even 
if he becomes the Republican 
presidential nominee. 
With Goldwater in the race 
for the GOP nomination, the 
draft organization that spent 
nine months urging him to seek 
the presidency has gone out of 
business. 
There’s talk today of another 
draft-style movement to pro­ 
vide some insurance against an 
unsuccessful bid for the White 
House next November. 
“So far there’s nothing or­ 
ganized along this line that I 
know of,” said Ted Hazy, the 
senator’s administrative assist­ 
ant. “But we’ve been receiv­ 
ing mail on it for some time 
now.” 
Goldwater has not said what 
he will do about the Senate race 
if he wins the presidential nom­ 
ination at the San Francisco 
convention opening next July 
13. 
He has said he will file for 
re-election to the Senate. The 
deadline is July IO, and it 
would be foolish not to, Gold­ 
water said. 
Goldwater has the assurance 
of Arizona Atty. Gen. Robert 
Pickrell that he could run for 
both president and senator. 
But he says his inclination is 
against that strategy. “My feel­ 
ings are against running for 
two jobs,” Goldwater said in 
opening his campaign for the 
New 
Hampshire 
presidential 
primary. 
Goldwater 
added, 
however, 
that Arizona supporters could 
take the matter out of his hands 
even if he withdrew from the 
Senate race. 
That could come in the form 
of a write-in campaign for the 
Sept. 8 Arizona primary.
